Prior Art

Hornby et al (US 3,914,604), Tropea (US 4,055,076), Banno et al (US 4,265,544), Sternberg (US 
4,372,683) and Takekawa (US 4,373,931) disclose rotating or vibrating sample cells containing liquid or 
powder samples. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-25 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to independent claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
or render obvious a method for analyzing a powder sample of a substance comprising the steps of 
performing at least one of vibration motion, rotation motion and translation motion on at least one of the 
sample, the sample holder and the at least one sample holder window at each of one or more selected 
motion frequencies, to thereby cause grains of the sample to move in a random manner relative to each 
other and for at least one selected motion frequency, performing at least one of a diffraction measurement, 
a transmission or absorption measurement, a reflection measurement, a fluorescence measurement and a 
spectroscopic measurement on incident light that has interacted with the sample, at a wavelength 
determined by a wavelength of the incident light, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
claim.
